In Wisconsin the oonviot labor is given 
to a manufacturer by contract at the rate 
of 50 cents per doy for each man em- 
ployed, and by this method the net cost 
to the state (or the support ot 44.0 con- 
victs is $10,000 por annum. In Nebraska 
the state pays a contractor 10 cants per 
day for sach convict, and this person 
pays all the expenses of the prison, in- 
cluding salaries cf 
tne warden and 


officers. 
He takes these aou-ncts and 


supports the prison, and has tho use of 
their labor in payment. This method 
entails a cost to the state ot &JS,000 per 
year for the support ot 330 convicts, 
while tbe contractor is able to clear ful- 
ly §40,000. He sub-lets tho labor to dif- 
ferent concerns and thus there ere e.bont 
ten different manufacturing enterprises 
going on within the walls.

"With tho merciful God shows himself mer- 
ciful, but with those who are froward (per- 
verse) Ho shows himself froward1' (Ps. 
IS :25-20) . In Matt. IS :SWi, the Lord spoke 
o parable which teaches this same truth. If 
you will road i t carefully, you will easily sen 
what Ho meant. Tho second reason Christ 
gives why wo should judge each other kind- 
!y,"is because wo are all sinful and are all 
lull of faults.

It shows tho depth of 
our sinf uluess td-navo such warnings mado 
necessary, lien aro .so sinful by nature 
and practice, that Jesus has to warn them 
and urge them to escape from hell and 
hasten to Heaven.— Rev. A. 2'.
